PUced as our continent is, like a 


strip of land of vai^inK width be- 
tween two great ootsans, it furniahoa 
not ovly local business to the rail- 
\vaya crossing it, but becomes a* 
well a highway betweon the eastern 
and western portions of the Old 
World. 
Eathasiasts, 
speculators, 


capitalists, long talked of a Puoiflo 
Railway to extuurl from ooeau to 
ocean, but not tilt 18(J9 did u Pa- 
cific Pailway on United States Terri- 
tory become «n accomplished fact, 
though at the narrowest point of 
our continent the Panama Eailroad 
had long been in operation. An- 
other was completed last year, a 
fourth is now practically complete, 
while six more are either nearly 
finished.or far advanced—ten trans- 
continental railroads in nil. 


Far to the north, in tha Dominion 


of Canada, is the Canadian Puoiflo 
Railway, in active oonntruotion and 
nearly completed, to extend from 
the St. Lawrence to Port Moody in 
British Columbia. 


Within the United States are four 


great routes, all subsidized by the 
national government with grants of 
land, money, or both. Commencing 
at the north, we find the Northern 
Pacific, extending from Lake Supe- 
rior lo Puget Sound and Portland. 
Second, the Uoion Central, from 
Council Bluffs, by the basin of the 
Great Salt Luke, to San Francisco, 
Third, the Atlantic and Pacific, or 
thirty-fifth parallel route, from St, 
Louis through the Indian Territory, 
.New Mexico, Arizona, and Califor- 
nia, to the Pacific Coast, no specific 
terminous being there designated 
Fourth, and furtherest to the south, 
on the very borders of Mexico, is the 
Southern Pacific, or thirty-second 
parallel route (which we may con- 
hider 
as 
commencing 
at 
New 


Orleans), through Texas to El Paso, 
thence westward through Southern 
New Mexico and Arizona to Fort 
Yuma, on the Colorado, and on 
through California to San Franoisoo. 
It must.be remembered that though 
our Pacific seaboard extends from 
north to south for twelve hundred 
miles, it has but four harbors of any 
consequence—Poget Sound, the Co 
luinbia liiver, San Fr«ncisco, and 
Saa Diego; hence any transconti- 
nental railway naturally seeks one of 
^hese, and the trade of San Diego 
be^ng as yet undeveloped, the south- 
ern r°ute8 hare aimed at Sau Fran- 
cisco, though the more southern 
port woold seem to be their natural 
terminous. 
In addition to these four routes, 


the Atohisou, Topek.i and Santa Fe 
Railroad, whose eastern terminus is 
at Atchinson, on the sonthwuat, and 
has acquired by purchase the Ponora 
Railway, recently built northeast- 
ward from Guaymas, on the Gulf of 
California, towards the Santa Fe 
lines in Arizona or New Mexico 
The connection thus made will form 
mother route, whose western ter- 
minus lies within Mexican Territory. 
In Mexico itself charters and subsi- 
dies for three transcontinental, or 
"interooeanio" lines, as they call 
them there, have been obtained by 
American capitalists, and considera- 
ble pregreas has be-in made toward 
their construction. 
Of these the 


more northerly crosses i'.vom Tampico 
to San Bias, the second from Vera 
Cruz, by the City of Mexico, to Man- 
zanillo. The third is the Teh.'tante- 
pec Railroad, across tha isthmus' of 
that name, toward whose construc- 
tion much progress had been made 
by American capitalists; but the 
term of their charter having lapsed, 
the Mexican Government declared it 
void, confiscated the work already 
done, and is now constructing the 
road as a national enterprise. 
At 


the narrowest part of our continent 
the Panama Railroad has long been 
in operation. 
Here 
are 
ten transcontinental 


railroads, three of which aro com- 
pleted, and in the construction of 
the remaining seven such progress 
has been made as assures their early 
completion 
But it is with those 


within the UniteJ States Unit we ure 
more chiefly concerned, nnd it is of 
them miunly that we cow propose to 
treat. 
CompnriHons as to ilmtrtncas 


are of little value so many other con- 
siderations, as to grades, fuel, etc , 
affecting the cost of transportation, 
and also because no one corporation 
3ret owns a continuous road from the 
Pacific Const to a Northern sea port, 
»nd the connections ^ast of tbe Mis- 
goari and Mississippi Rivers are 
made of so many di'fl'ereut routes 
that lines south of the Northern Pa- 
cific >tnay be considered »s terminat 
in gat the Missouri River, or at the 
Mississippi balow their j luotion.—

POSTOJFJFICK SAVINGS BANKS 


The fact that oar Government has 


recently requested information of the 
Canadian-authorities with reference to 
the workings of the postoffice Hayings 
banks in that country seems to imply 
that the former is considering seriously 
the question of establishing similar in- 
stitutions here. Frank Leslie's says: 
"Thewondw is that this has not been 
done long ago. 
The many failures o) 


sayings banks all over the country, by 
which millions of the hard earnings of 
the poor h»v» been 
swallowed up, 


should have furnished the Goyernment 
a sufficient motive for the adoption ol 
measures for the protection of this 
class nguinst the rapacity of official 
thieves. A recent failure, in which 
men and women, old and almost help- 
less, lost the earnings of a lifetime, is 
one of the saddest illustrations of the 
operation of a system which the public 
has had only too much reason to re- 
gard as a legalized robbery. 
The legal 


precautions against the perpetration ol 
such wrongs upon depositors in savings 
banks are not of a character to givo 
people any degree of security for thair 
money; on the contrary, tbe laws are 
so full of loopholes for the escape of 
the offenders, that it is but seldom they 
can be punished. 


That the establishment of postoffice 


sayings banks would increasu the lubor 
and cost of the Postoffice Department is 
no argument against the adoption ol 
such a system. The postoffice service 
exists forth* good of the public, and 
the incalculable benefits which wouli 
accrue from the absolute security gcmr 
anteed by Government savings bunks 
would compensate a hundred-fold for 
any accidental loss that might at ih'st 
result from this widening of the service. 


But it is by no means certain tlmt 


the system, if adopted, would iu tha 
long run result in loss to the service. 
The experience of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment has been that the use of the 
funds placed in its hands for safe keep- 
ing has more than compensated it for 
the labor involved, and this while allow- 
ing four per cent, interest upon all de- 
posits. Deposits in Canadian postofBco 
savings banks may bs m&ile in sums us 
small as ten cents and as high as $200; 
the latter amount being the maximum 
allowed to be attained by ordinary de- 
posits. If, however, depositor desue 
to become Government ciuditora iu a 
large sum, they are allowed to become 
so. Deposits in these banks cannot ba 
withdrawn until one month after th« 
date of deposit, interest being allowed 
for the time the money has boen held 
by the Post Office Department. 


The popularity of' these institutions 


in the Dominion may bo seen from the 
Government statement. Iu the year 
1879 there was an increase in the de- 
posits over the year preceding amount- 
ing to $710,670; in 1880 an increase of 
$1,845,273; iu 1881 any increase of $4,- 
783,716; in 1882 an increase of §5,931,- 
088, and last year the increase in the 
amount of deposits over that of 1878 
amounted to about $8,000,000, making 
an increase of over $20,000,000 in such 
deposits iu five years. 


The security with which clerks, nrti- 


»ans and others in Canada can add to 
their savings, and the knowledge that 
there is no probability of loss, has a 
wonderful effect in developing habits of 
industry, and in cultivating the idea of 
possession, which, Herbert Spencer 
ctates, is one of the distinctive charac- 
teristics of the civilized man, in contra- 
distinction to the barbarian. 


That such a system introduced into 


the TJnitee States would be a great pub- 
lic benefit,'there is no reason to doubt, 
and the present Administration would 
not decrease its chances of a continu- 
ance in power should it inaugurate a 
scheme th&t would deserve the grateful 
recognition of the people."

There is a low upon oar statutes 


forbidding the presence of minors iu 
any licensed public place whe:r 
gambling itt going on, either as par- 
ticipators in the game or as speota 
tors. The keeper of the house is 
liable to heavy floe or imprisonment 
or both, for permitting any person 
under twenty one years of age to bo 
present in a room where any kind o, 
gambling is being conducted.

ihere was neither u locust uor a grass- 
iiopper in tho country, and nary a buz- 
zard showed up with wild honey or 
anything else edible, and, as a result, 
thoy were compelled to subsist for days 
on wiud pudding. Finally this be- 
came intolerable, and Chase, being-the 
stronger of the two, struck out through 
the deep snow for Curson. He had got 
about a mile from the cabin when he 
run on to a friendless coyote, that had 
struck out in search of prey» and in 
floundering through the deep snow had 
given out. 
Charley at once saw in 


this bony creature n cbance for soup, 
and, after a somewhat desperate battle, 
dispatched the critter, and returned 
with him to camp. 
This furnished the 


two unwilling exifea excellent living for 
a few daysj*'when the snow gave way so 
that they could venah the settlement in 
SJifoty.
